A lerrible accident with probably fatal 


results occurred in Lawrence this morning 
when a banking upon which a gang of 
men was at work cavedjin burying two of 
the workmen, three tip-carts and six 
horses.

desired to protect German residents and 
its consulate ac -Pretoria, and that no ar- 
rangement had beun previously made with 
Portugal, .and

Jameson had started, Germany only had 
time to telegraph au explanation of'its in- 
tended net to Lisbon. . News.of Dr. Jarne- 
.son's'defeat. arrived before Portugal had 
time to reply^ It is a pity that this ex- 
planation -was not published earlier. 
,:. An editorial. in Tho Times admits that 
the Chartered 'South - African .company 
ought-to-iudeinnify the Trausvual for Dr. 
Jameson's raid, hut says there la nob a 
shadow of pretext for the demand foi 
Cecil Rhodes' expulsion.

A "dispatch from Cape Town, dated Jan. 


7, saysit.is;reported at Pretoria that the 
Transvaal government "demands the ban- 
ishment of Cecil .Rhodes, ex-premier of 
Cape Colony,'- .and Dr. Jameson from 
Africa, and'that -an enormous fine is also 
demanded from the British Chartered 
company. Ic is. supposed here that this 
may refer to the £500,000 ($2,500,'000) in- 
demnity which, according to a dispatch 
from Berlin, the Transvaal government 
.will-demand of Great Britain.

'WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The feature of 


the Hopublican senatorial caucus yester- 
day was a discussion of the advisability 
of amending tho house tariff bill by add- 
ing a free coinage amendment to it in the 
senate, and this discussion was confined 
largely to tho free coinage wing of the 
party. The result of the meetinz was tho 
adoptiou of Senator Quay's resolution ex- 
pressing the senee of the caucus to be that 
the finance committee should report ^he 
bill as it cnme from tho house, with a few 
verbal changes which will not alter tho 
meaning of the measure in any essential 
feature. 


There was no rollcall upon this motion, 


but there were u few dissenting voices. 


, There was no formal effort to bind tho 


Lan- i senators to support tho bill when it should 
post- I come before the senate, and It was leffi 


open to amendments at that stage of tho 
proceedings. 


It was while tho advisability of at- 


tempting to secure a pledge of support 
was under consideration that the silver 
question cumo up. It was sprung by a 
question as to what the silver Republicans 
would do in case a-freo silver amendment 
should be offered to the tariff bill in tho 
senate. 


Senator Mitchell (Or.) was the first to 


respond to this inquiry. He stated that 
htf should joiu the silver forces in the 
effort to secure tho adoption of. tho freu 
coinage substitute for the house bond bill 
but that with the silver question dispose 
of in that connection he would advise tha 
the silver Republicans refralu from pur 
ticipating in any effort that might b 
madB to amend tho tariff bill by adding a 
free coinage provision'. 


Senator Carter followed in the same line 


of argument, advising united action or 
the part of the silver Repxiblicans in op- 
position to such amendment in the even 
of the previous passage of tho silver sub- 
stitute for tho bond bill. Ho said that hi 
thought their action on the bond bll 
would bo a sufficient indication to thi 
country of their attitude. He did not saj 
that he would oppose such an amend 
ment by his vote in case of failure to Be 
cure concerted end unanimous action by 
his silver colleagues, but urged them 
strenuously to agree to this line of action

encountered beneath the surface, but never 
before have two distinct subterranean 
veins of water been met flowing - close to- 
gether and in' almost the same direct-ion. 


The method by which the difficulty is 


being overcome'is hydraulic engineering. 
That water should be made to fight water 
Is of Interest. 


When the excavators got down 20 feet 


below the 'curb, they founds running 
stream ot water. It ran swiftly along, a 
living water course, seemingly springing 
from the bowels of the earth. By means 
of a wooden casing the first stream was 
pierced. 
Then a bed of quicksand, the 


terror of all builders, was struck. 


When this had been mastered, to the in- 


tense astonishment of the engineers a sec- 
ond and larger stream was found. This 
stream flowed over the surface In some 
places of bodrook, and small pebbles and 
larger stones, worn smooth by the action 
of running water, revealed tho face that 
the bed of a brook had been discovered. 


Centuries have rolled over Manhattan 


island since this brook sang 
merrily 


through woodland and meadows. At one 
time Indians fished In it. 


Tho contractors were baffled, and when 


it was proposed to conquer water with 
water they scoffed at the Idea. 


Hydraulic engineering on busy.Broad- 


way is o new thing, but yet it presented 
the only solution of the problem. Twenty- 
nine caissons have been sunk. 
There are 


eight more to be forced down to bedrock 
before the foundations have been com- 
pleted. Instead of sinking these caissons 
by having steel edges sharpened and hav-
